KENTUCKY FEUD RAGING 

Tom Baker’s Widow Prays for 
a Man-Killing Son. 

Batbourville special to the Globe- 
Democrat eays: Wiley Baker, broth- 
er ol Tom Baker, and Jirt Baker, the 
17 year old son ol the dead lead lead- 
er, were brought here this afternoon 
and placed in the Knox county jail. 
They were in the custody ol Deputy 
Sheriff Stubblefield, but were kept un- 
der dose guard by the troops. 

Before they left Manchester y ester • 
day afternoon the Bakers told their 
friends goodby, saying that it was 
likely they would prove additional 
victims lor the Howards before they 
got out of Iowa. They were placed in 
the center ol u double line ol soldiers 
and completely surrounded, so that it 
would have been impossible for even 
tbe best marksman to have shot one 
of them without hittiog a soldier. 
Every one ol the guards had bis rifle 
loaded and a Bill complement ammu. 
ailloa in his belt. 

A detachment walked on either side 
of the double line, la frost sad be- 
hind, and kept a sharp lookout for 
marksmen at windows and in door- 
ways. 

The Bakers and the soldiers got out 
ol town without a mishap and were 
marched over the hilly road cheerfully 
until they came to a short tarn in the 
highway a boot four miles from Man- 
cheater. There one of the White 
sympathizers, who was with the ex. 
psditiou, tried to ride ahead oi the 
procession. Col. Williams had given 
explicit orders against this, and the 
gentleman was halted. He got angry 
and swore he would have the wagoaa 
unloaded and let tbe soldiers carry 
their luggage. He declared one ol 
the wagons needed repairs, and be 
must go to the front and see to it 
Col. Williams personally took the 
belligerent in band and told him be 
could not unload the wagons or go to 
the front. Col. Williams then or- 
dered a recon noisaance of tbe deeply- 
wooded bill aronnd which the road 
tamed. 

AMBUSCADE ANTICIFATXD. 

Before the scoata had gone tar into 
the wood they discovered twenty or 
thirty armed men in hiding and Col. 
Williams ordered tbe Gatling gnn un- 
limbered and trained on the wood. A 
scattering ol mountaineers followed. 
Ihe surprised ambuabers ran out ol 
tbe bashes in a burry. 

When all apparent danger was over, 
the Gatling which had twice saved 
the soldiers from a pitched battle, was 
Umbered up and the procession moved 
on to a point fourteen miles (rom 
Manchester, where it encamped fot 
tbe night. Before midnight a heavy 
rain fell and continued through the 
night, drenching the noldiers and 
making the roads difficult for march - 
ing. 

The expedition reached this place 
at noon. After their prisoners were 
placed in jail, the soldiers encamped 
at the court boose and prepared dla« 
ner. The men are nearly worn out, 
as they have been on duty continuous- 
ly lor ten da/s and have slept little 
and worked much. 

Capt. Bryan’s company, which 
guarded Tom Baker's remains to his 
old home st Amml, near Crane Creek, 
yesterday, will march th rough to 
London and join the two companies 
there to-night. They will reach Lex- 
ington to-morrow. Tom Baker's re- 
mains were hnriad at Am mi to day. 

Col. Williami reporta tha iaeling in 
Manchester aa very bitter between tbe 
surviving Bakers and the Howards 
and Whites, and it is generally con- 
ceded that tha lead is now at a criti- 
cal stags.

Tbe 
brutal killing olthis borae, following, 
as it does, tbe notifying of all corres- 
pondents to leave Clay county, seems 
to give notice to all that no commun- 
ication is wanted with the outside 
world. 

Tom Baker's widow says she prtya 
her nnborn child will be a boy to help 
his eleven brothers kill all the Whites 
and Hownrds they can. She declares 
she will teach her children that it ia 
their duty to kill ever man that bad a 
band in the murder of their father. 

MODNTAINXKU WROUGHT UP. 

The Kentucky mountains, from 
Big Sandy River to the Tennessee 
line, are in a blaze of excitement over 
the killing ol Tom Baker. The Gar- 
rente, of Clay county, who have al- 
ways been Baker sympathizers, are 
greatly incensed over Baker’s death, 
and swsar vengeance. Gilbert Gar- 
rard, w^o was rnn ont of Clay county 
last summer because be favored the 
Bakers started to Manchester this 
morning from Middleaboro with sev- 
eral trieods. He wss seen by the 
Globe- Democrat correspondent. He 
said he intended lending hla aid to 
his Iriends. 

Reports from Harlan Court House, 
Wbitesburg and Pokevilie state that 
Baker sympathizers and kinsmen in 
large numbers are on their way to 
the scene of Tom Baker's death. 

TOM MKsaxn PALLS A VICTIM TO THE 
LEU' VENGEANCE. 

Middleaboro, — The work of exter- 
mination In the Lee-Teylor fend in 
the wilds of Harlan county goes swift- 
ly on. Tom Messer, a member of the 
Taylor laction, baa fallen a victim to 
the vengeance of the Leea, in retalia- 
tion for the mnrder of Abe Lee, which 
occurred last Wednesday night. 
Messer was assassinated on Saturday 
night, but owing to the distance of 
the scene from the telegraph station, 
the news was not received here until 
today. 

Since the assassination of Abe Lee 
lost week it has been reported that 
Messer and Will Ysrber, both kins- 
men of the Taylors, were the authors 
of the deed. At 8 o'clock Saturday 
night, while Messer wss on his way 
to the spring, which is several hun- 
dred yards from his home, for a buck- 
et of water, a volley rang out from the 
bushes to his right. He fell dead at 
the. first volley, but his assassins con- 
tinaed to poor volley alter volley into 
his body. Then they sprang on their 
horses, which were in waiting near 
by, and rode swiftly sway. They 
next went to Ysrber's home, but Ysr- 
ber and fled. He rode thirty miles on 
horseback to Harlan Court House 
and gave himself to tbe authorities. 

He denies any gnilt, bat says he 
wants the protection of the law against 
the Lees. He ia closely guarded. 

The Lees will probably go to Har- 
lan Coart House tor Ysrber, and it is 
believed the Taylors will attempt to 
intercept them. Should this occur, a 
tearful battle wilt be the result

RICHARD P. BLAND. 

The father of the sliver question I* 
dead st Lebanon, Mo. Richard P. 
Bland began the crusade more than 
twenty years ago and never faltered 
for a moment in his devotion to hid 
idea of “bimetallism.'' He entered 
Congress in 1873, the year ol the 
"great crime,'' and it wss In the very 
next Congress that he began the agi- 
tation. That wss the Forty-fonrth 
grand inquest of the nation sod it 
wss the theater of many stirring 
scenes. It began with the debate of 
Randall's amnesty resolution, made 
illustrious by the speeches of Blaine 
and Garfield on one side and Ben Hill 
and Lamar on tbe other. There were 
giants In those days. It Impeached 
Belknap. It investigated the Mulli- 
gan tetters and almost broke Blnlne’s 
heart and totally mined his political 
fortunes. It created tbe tribunal that 
tried the election case of Hayes and 
Tildea. It had no time to think of 
the coinage question. Bland was 
about the only man in that Congress 
who did think of it. 

In the succeeding Congress the fam- 
ous Bland Bill wss passed. It wss s 
straight free coinage bill and Bland 
introduced it in every Cougrets since, 
except one, and if he had been a mem- 
ber of that body he would have Intro- 
duced it in that, too. Nearly every- 
body voted lor his bill in the Forty- 
sixth Congress. Nobody except a few 
Kaatern men had studied the ques- 
tion, though, ss I now recollect, old 
BUI Morrison voted against it. There 
is a man with ss strong native, in- 
stinctive comnurn -sense ss Abraham 
Lincoln. He*ought to have been 
President. The administration wss 
opposed to the free coinage of silver, 
end the result wss s compromise 
known as the Bland-Alliaou act. under 
the operation ol which an enormous 
volume of silver coin and silver cer- 
tificates wss added to the currency. It 
was during that Congress that Mr, 
Carlisle made that speech which the 
silverites are so fond oi quoting. They 
take good care to leave ont bis declar- 
ation made in that same speech that 
he was opposed to the free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 
to 1. That was in 1878. I have olten 
wondered why the Palmer and Buck- 
ner National Committee did not print 
and circulate the whole speech if only 
to show what a shameless lot of ex- 
purgstors the silver literary bureau of 
1896 was. 

Slavery perished in this country be- 
cause the civilization oi the Nine- 
teenth century decreed it. Old Tom 
Carlyle was the only greet men in 
England who thought African slavery 
could he made a good institntion. The 
enlightened civilization oi the world 
has doomed silver as a "money of 
final redemption,” as tbe phrase goes, 
and there is no getting round it. But 
Bland persisted. Carlisle made him 
chairman of Coinage, Weights and 
Measures in 1883; bnt no free coinage 
bill wss passed by that Congress, 
though a majority would have voted 
tor one had the Speaker given the op- 
portunity. So Carlisle wss yet op- 
posed to tree silver in 1883. It is true 
that nearly every Democrat ia both 
houses voted for silver ia 1890 ; but 
that wss under the lead of Gorman, 
who gave the promise to Senator 
Stewart, of Nevada. The bargain was 
that Father Stewart, in consideration 
ol Democratic votes for silver, would 
bring enough silver Republican votaa 
to kill the Lodge Force Bill. Stewart 
killed the Lodge Bill ; the Democrats 
—nearly all of them— voted tor sliver. 
That was all there was of that. 

Bland wonld have been nominated 
lor President in 1896 if tbe Senatorial 
junta had not been for Teller. Ishsm 
G. Harris was tha mao who dug up 
the silver corpse after it was buried in 
1895 Back Henrichssn thought he 
did it, hut it was the "old man" who 
was the Jerry Cruncher of that occa- 
sion. Harris' purpose was to carry 
every State west of Mississippi, in- 
cluding Iowa, end he chose a Repub- 
lican for that work— Teller. Had Tel- 
ler been nominated Harris would have 
been chairman of the National Com- 
mittee, sod he wonld have been, a 
mighty dangerous man. Tbe junta's 
eecoad choice was Bland. Meantime 
Bryan stampeded tbe convention nitb 
the crown of thorns and cross ol go |( l 
metaphor — which, by the way, Kd- 
mund Burks had employod in bis 
great speech on the “Regency Bill ' 
more thso 100 years before The 
Senatorial crowd were disgut-ted sr d 
old Harris wss furious. He used some 
cats words about "a twenty five hun- 
dred dollar man” and spent the time 
till election on his Texsslrsnch. There 
were no irlnges and lurbclows sbont 
old Harris. 

One ol the strange things ol oar 
politics wss tbe capture of George F. 
Williams by Bland. Gdorge Fred had 
much to do with the slaughter ol tie 
Bland Bill ol the Fifty second Con- 
gress. He wss the goidbng "whip" 
that night. He. Bourke Cocknro and 
Tom Rted were in constant conference. 
Lstsr Williams end Bland became 
bosom cronies. Blend looks mo: s like 
s termer than soy other men in Con- 



[gresg unless it is old Joe Csonon; 

: Williams looked more like s dude than 
any man in Congress unless it wss 
Harry Bingham. All of is sudden 
Williams discovered, whet ^everybody 
else had known all the time, that 
Bland wss a thoroughly honest man. 
He went home and proclaimed it from 
the housetops. His brother Mug- 
wump, Sherman Hoar, indorsed the 
statement end all Massachusetts was 
duly Informed that old Dick Bland 
was a straight man. You see it wss 
this way — Bland had promised then 
that be would not hold any "snap'' 
session of the Coinage Committee. 
Williams seemed to be astonished 
when the old fellow kept his word. 

As square a men as ever lived pass- 
ed Aver the river when Dick Bland 
died.

Then the feur partners, now rich be- 
yond the dream of avarice, parted, 
Sanford to Washington; Hantiagton 
to identify himsell with St. Louis and 
New York; Hopkins to retire to his 
magnificent country home In the 
Berkshires and Charles Crocker to 
remain in California to instruct his 
sons ia the art of keeping a fortune 
together.

The Trusts and Politics. 

In his speech st St. Louis to the 
Democrats whoste a two dollar dinner 
ss s testimony against trusts, Mr. 
Bryan unconsciously spoke one bit ol 
common sense: 

"The Republican party Is Impotent 
to destroy trusts. ” 

So is any other party. At this mo- 
ment the londest howl against trusts 
comes from Democratic States, where 
Democratic legislatures have hod 
plenty ol time and inclination to de- 
stroy trasts. They have posted lews 
against them end keep passing laws 
against them, hot the trasts continue 
to flonrish in spite of all this lory of 
legislation. Texas, for instance, had 
s terrible anti-trust law, which would- 
n’t hold water; and now it haa passed 
e still more terrible one, which will 
not hold water either. There has been, 
we believe, exactly one case In Mis- 
souri of a customer oi a trust taking 
advantage of the provision in the 
State law that a debt due to a trust 
shall be non-collectible. Not even by 
invitations to dishonesty can tbe leg- 
islatures make any headway against 
the trasts. Laws arc piled on laws, 
and every trust set is more sweeping 
than ita predecessor and will be jnst 
as futile. The Republican party, end 
the Democratic party, and every other 
party, is impotent egainat the tracts 
because the trusts arise irom a business 
necessity. The legislatures might as 
well make statutes against multiplica- 
tion or the rale of three. Not that 
there are not trasts that ere bnilt upon 
wind end sand, bnt those that stand 
and those that fall will be governed 
by the Iswe ol bnslneee and not by 
political declamations, — New Yerk

uemocratic convention. 

Tbe Democratic convention here 
Saturday was particularly Interesting 
to the Republicans. A fair sprink- 
ling of the iaithlul, mostly sound 
money men, were present when Chair- 
man Holbrook called (he convention 
to order. 

The Stone -Goebel gold combine 
put up Hon. Aivla Tichenor for chair- 
man and the Hardin-Silver men of- 
fered Jndge J. S. Glenn Tichenor 
was chosen ohaltman and Mr. Heber 
Matthews was elected secretary. 

Dr. J. S. Morton, W. N. Stevens, 
f. F. Carson, W. R. Chapman, P. E. 
Hocker, W. A. Rone and W. H. 
Barnes were appointed on the com- 
mittee on resolutions. The work la al- 
ready done. The resolutions endora 
ed the Chicago platform, denounced 
trnats, endorsed the Chinn school 
book bill and endorsed the operation 
oi the Goebel election law as shown 
in tha test election. 

The resolutions were adopted and 
the fun began. J. E Bean moved to 
instruct for Goebel first and Hardin 
second, bnt the motion was never 
formally disposed ot. 

R. P. Hocker nominated Stone, 
Shelby Taylor, Goebel, and Ben D 
Ringo nominated Hardin. Alter the 
voting began it was soon apparent 
that tbe Stone-Goebel combine was 
la the msj ority, particularly when a 
number of the combine follows voted 
twiceand some three times, aa charged 
by the Hardin men. Probably the 
warmest Incident of the convention 
was the attempt of some negroes, whom 
the Herald cuddles one week and 
curses the next, — to vote for the com 
bine candidate. The Hardin men 
objected to tbe negroea voting, and 
yells of take 'em out, knock 'em down, 
etc., were mixed np with Sandow 
oaths, drawn barlows and Comanche 
yells, and finally the colored brothers 
whose votea the Democrats so high- 
ly prize abont election time were de- 
nied the right to vote in a white Dem- 
ocratic Convention. 

Alter first instruction was given 
for Stone, the Goebel managers moved 
that instructions for Governor cease, 
bnt they were unable to control all ol 
the forces and second instruction was 
given for Hardin, much to the dismay 
of the Goebel crowd, and they raised 
aheol with the Stone fellows for going 
back on the trade. The delegation 
to tbe State convention is made np 
ot the following named gentlemen, 
eight ot whom are for Goebel, fonr 
for Stone and one tor Hardin; with 
an additional Hardin man going as 
an honorary delegate 

E. T. Miller, Shelby Taylor, T. J. 
Smith, W. H. Barnes, R. T. Collins. 
H. P. Taylor, B. .D. Ringo, Morton

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Atlantic Monthly: It is olten hatrl 
to tell whether a Cuban lies to you 
from ignorance or malice. On ordi 
nary occasions snd about matters that 
do not promise to sffect himself, he Is 
fsirly trnthfnl; but he seems to know 
no reason why he shouldn't tell a lie 
If he wants to. To the average 
Cuban who has lived on his own is- 
land, a lie it a thing to tell whenever 
it will serve any useful purpose -such 
as getting him out of a scrape, or se. 
curisg an advantage, or getting inon 
ey out of somebody, or conciliating 
tome one, or creating a good impress 
ion. Heie the absence of a moral 
sense becomes apparent. With the 
Caban, lying is not a mailer of right, 
bnt ol policy, bia shoitsightednesa 
preventing him from perceiving that 
today's advantage may be tomorrow's 
loss. 

The statement, common among 
Americana who have lived in Cuba, 
that the Cubans are all liars, is much 
nearer the truth that most generalize 
tions. Though they usually tell the 
truth, nearly all ol them dissimulate 
or tqulvocste whenever they see oc- 
casion. Hence it is not always easy 
to tell what a Cuban thinks or how 
he feels about the luture ol the lalaud 
He sometimes tells you wbat he 
thinks you want to hear. lively 
man of propeity wants Cuba to be 
under American control, but he will 
not admit it belore a crowd, or before 
another Cuban, unless convinced that 
be, to.), is heartily In lavor of it The 
trait appears likewise in accounts ol 
the Cuban army, llowever.it is only 
fair to say that the glowing dcacrlp- 
tiona given by the Cubans of the per- 
formances and glorious victories of 
that somewhat mythical loice are not 
intentional, cold blooded lies. Car- 
ried away by imagination as fertile as 
the soil of their land, they actually be- 
lieve their monstrous inventions. 
For, after all the Cnban loves better 
than all other thinga on earth to 
strike an attitude, to pose to strut 
and brag, and make himself out a 
great man and hia gentle fellow is- 
landers a great nation. 

Thonaands of Cubana really believe 
that there was once a band of men 
worthy to be called a Cuban army, 
and that they fought battles. Others 
admit that there were merely little 
companies of starving stragglers, who 
sometimes fired their two cartridges 
apiece from arnbuah at Spanish scoot- 
ing parties, and then scattered, Bnt 
they all think that they did great ex- 
ecution. Get some American or Eng- 
lishman who was with them to tell 
yon his view of it. It will be disconr 
■gingly different. Cuba is infested 
with "alter- the war," soldiers, brag- 
gadocio mock heroes, who never got 
within earshot of fighting. 



A FEW FACTS ABOUT SLEEP 



Queer Things in Regard to Na 
ture’s Soft Nurse. 



One of the moat remarkable facts to 
be fonnd in the hlrtory of sleep con- 
sists in the ntter inability to resist its 
onset in cases of eatreme fsliepe.
